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DETAILED ACTION 

1. In an effort to expedite the prosecution of the application [compact prosecution], 
the examiner contacted applicant on January 12, 2006 in an effort to place the 
application in condition for allowance [the examiner faxed proposed amendments to 
the claims so as to obviate outstanding 1 12(2) issues - see the proposed package that 
was faxed and is included in this office action as an attachment], a time-frame was 
given till the 18 th of January so as to respond to the proposal. Applicant responded on 
January 18, 2006 and inquired about incorporating new claims and adding drawings 
to cover an alternative embodiment. The examiner explained that the incorporation of 
new drawings to provide support for an alternative embodiment may introduce new 
matter since the specification as originally filed might be insufficient to support such 
drawings if submitted. Accordingly, no agreement or resolution was achieved; 
therefore the office has issued the following Office Action.

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. It is noted that the attached packet 
highlights the clarity issues currently pending in the amended claims. As such, a 
cursory review of the claims is presented. In Claim 1, the phrase "which running rail" 
is unclear and confusing as presently worded. Claim 1 is viewed as being 
misdescriptive of the embodiment depicted in the figures since the "ratchet housing" is 
only shown as being attached to the running rail. It is noted that the specification on 
page 9 makes a reference to modifications of the embodiment that can be realized 
within the scope of the present invention; wherein the self-closing mechanism 26 can 
be arranged on the guide rail 12 with the catch 30 disposed on the running rail 16, 
" which may , of course, change the relative motion direction due to the change in the 
mechanism". Currently, the specification does provide a shallow basis for such an 
alternative embodiment but since the disclosure is generic in nature and no figures 
were originally filed in support of the improvement, a decision concerning the 
incorporation of an additional drawing(s)/claim(s) can not be provided until all the 
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evidence is of record. In Claim 1, the phrase "one of the end walls" does not have a 
proper antecedent basis. In Claim 2, the phrase "the one end" does not have a proper 
antecedent basis. In Claim 3, the phrase "rail-like" renders the claim indefinite 
because the claim may include elements not actually disclosed, thereby rendering the 
scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. Claim 7 depends back on claim 5, which in 
turn depends upon claim 7. Consequently, the remaining claims are rejected since 
they are dependent upon an indefinite claim.

5. Claims 1-7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph , set forth in this Office action.
